The regular weekly meeting of the City 
Council was held yesterday, with President 
Kubrts presiding and the following mem- 
bers present: Barrett, Bosbyshell, Bryant, 
Cohn, Earl, Ford, Hanley, Moriarty, Shafer 
and Threlkeld. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved, when Mr. Cohn, by con- 
sent, introduced a resolution providing for 
the holding of a municipal election on Feb- 
ruary 21, 1889, for the purpose of selecting a 
complete new set of city officers. 

According to the resolution the city is 
divided into 28 precincts, and the precincts 
are defined and described, judges and in- 
spectors of election are designated and vot- 
ing places in all precincts fixed. 

Pending the reading of the resolution, 
which was guite lengthy, Dr. Bryant made 


the point that there was no need for any | the 


hurry in this matter. He thought this was 
not the proper time, as no notification of 
the passage of the new charter had been re- 
ceived by the Mayor. 

Mr. Karl also thought there was no need 
for any great haste. 

Mr. Cohn finally said that he would with- 
draw his motion, and the matter was 


dropped for the time being. 
FROM THE MAYOR. 

Mayor Bryson submitted the January 
statement of the sales of water. The 
amount of permits issued was $450.75, and 
the amount returned was $359, 25. 

The Mayor also informed the Council by

A DESPERATE MAN, 


He Could Not Be a Tramp, so He 
look Poison. 


Coroner Meredith yesterday went down 


to San Pedro, in answer to a telegram, to 
hold an inquest on the body of a man found 
dead in a field near that place, yesterday 
morning. The man was C. F. E. Beyer, a 
German, who came to that place about a 
week ago, either from Santa Ana or Los 
Angeles.

The City Election. 


The municipal election is to be held 
on the 13th of next month. We shall 
have occasion to refer frequently, be- 
tween now and that date, to the sub- 
ject. At the present moment, we 
would merely draw the attention of 
our readers to the extreme importance 
of selecting good material to fill the re- 
sponsible positions under the new 
charter. Good salaries will now be 
paid to all officials and these salaries 
will inevitably attract a crowd of un- 
desirable persons, who wish to draw 
nourishment from public pap. Let 
such men be bounced sans ceremonie. 

The extravagance, blunderings, neg- 
ligence and worse which have charac- 
terized the management of municipal 
affairs in Los Angeles, have got to 
stop. During the boom, while every- 
body was making money hand over 
fist,“ such things were winked at, but 
those times are over, and city officers 
must be held strictly accountable for 
their handling of the public interests 
and public funds. We want men in 
the Council and in the Mayor’s chair 
who are not only honest, but deter- 
mined and capable—men who have the 
will to do right and the power to en- 
force their will, 

The Republicans can and should 
nominate a ticket which will be elected 
from top to bottom. As to the gam- 
bling question, the public are infinitely 
weary of fair promises and private 
compromises. We want no more 
“raids” or similar blinds. Let gam- 
bling be suppressed and the saloon 
business placed under proper restric- 
tions, such as now prevail in most of 
the cities of the country which have 
reached the size of Los Angeles, but 
which do not prevail here. 

Finally, let the characters of can- 
didates be fully i::vestigated before the 
convention. Afterward, it is generally 
too late. It has become too much the 
custom for all candidates to be men- 
tioned approvingly by journals—in con- 
sideration of a card—irrespective of 
their merits. In this manner, those 
who gather in nominating conventions 
are deceived and misied. This should 
not be—and will not be, as far as Tut 
TIMEs is concerned. 

Let us try foronce to have a good, 
clean, honest, progressive, municipal 
government. 

We can, if we want to. There is 
plenty of good material to be obtained, 
but the best men are not those who 
push themselves most prominently to 
the front; whereas the hungry pro- 
fessionals will be well to the front, 
with all the paraphernalia of piece 
clubs and strikers. 


Impudence at Indianapolis, 


„Pneasy lies the head that wears a 
crown,” To which might with truth 
be added: Or is charged with the 
cares of a Presidency over sixty millions 
of free men.” Tis true the uneasi- 
ness does not arise,in the latter case, 
from fears of plots, cabals or insur- 
rections against the. reigning power, or 
of personal danger, although, during 
the past quarter of a century, two of 
our chief magistrates. have fallen by 
the hand of the assassin. 

It is not that, however, which makes 
the head of the President of the United 
Stutes rest uneasy, nor is it the legiti- 
mate cares of state, to aid him in 
attending to which, and to share his 
responsibility, the people have pro- 
vided ample assistance. The chief 
worries and annoyances of an Ameri- 
can President come, not from the 
people at large who elected him to his 
high position, but from a few aggres- 
sive, self-confident and ambitious 
individuals, who arrogate to them- 
selves an importance which in no way 
attaches to them, exaggerate their 
claims on the Executive, and render 
his life miserable with their pestifer- 
ous and persistent demands for favors. 
It is a matter of history that the grand- 
father of the President-elect was hur- 
ried to his grave by remorseless office- 
seekers, and other Presidents have had 
their lives shortened by a similar cause. 


With the growth of the country and} flu 


the increased patronage in the hands 
of the President, this evil has contin- 
ually become greater. Of late years, 
it has been attended by another, which 
did not formerly exist to apy consid- 
erable extent. Until recently, although 
a President was overrun with applica- 
tions for office, he was generally left 
undisturbed in the task of selecting 
his own Cabinet. Now, however, with 
the increasing enterprise of practical 
politics, this is all changed, and the 
President-elect, long before the time 
comes for him to take his seat, is over- 
run by a constant stream of individ- 
uals and bands of individuals, bent on 
influencing him in the choice of his 
advisers.

indeed most praiseworthy. While a 
great majority of the eleven million 
voters, who control the election of the 
President, are perfectly satisfied to 
leave the choice of advisers to the good 
judgment of the man whom they have 
selected for the high office, a few inso- 
lently over-confident politicians of the 
“practical” stripe take upon them- 
selves the business of pestering the 
President-elect with their unsought 
and undesired advice regarding his 
Cabinet appointments, at the same 
time giving him to believe that they 
represent the wishes of a large number 
of yoters, when in fact they represent 
only themselves. 

It should be remembered that while 
the President-elect is to a certain ex- 
tent public property, beingthe servant 
of the Nation, he belongs, in that 
sense, to the Nation at large, not toa 
few self-important individual citizens, 
whose only claims upon him are their 
unduly inflated ideas of their own im- 
portance. Fora handful of such men 
to assume to speak for the whole coun- 
tny is gross impudence, and for the 
President-elect to comply with their 
demands would be dangerous to the 
country at large, because their de-

but by self-interest. The President 
cannot well serve individuals without 
failing in his duties to the country. 
We have no fear that Gen. Harrison 
will evince auy weakness in this direc- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Postmaster-General has 
sent in a reply to the request of the House 
Committee on Postoffices and Postroads, his 
opinior on House bill No. 12,109, which re- 


quires railroad companies to carry mails at T 


rates of compensation fixed by law. In his 
answer the Postmaster-General points out 
thie present condition of the law under 
which any railroad company may refuse to 
take mails. and by which the department 
can secure their carriage by contract only. 
He suggests that the present condition ‘of 
the law under which the service may be 
stopped at the caprice of a carrier, consti- 
tutes a reproach to a government estab- 
to promote public welfare. The com- 
ittee unanimously voted to report the 
bill. It provides that it any railroad com- 
refuse or neglect to convey any 
mails upon any train upon which the Post 
master-General may require such service, 
or wilfully refuse to obey any law respect- 
ing the transportation of the mails, it shall 
be liable toa penalty not exceeding $1000 
for each day in which such refusal or neg- 
lect shall be persisted in. 

The Postmaster-General will tomorrow 
communicate tothe committee his views 
upon the proposed horizontal reduction of 
compensation to railroads for carrying 
mails. He will advise against the proposed 
measure as being inexvedient at this time 
and to some extent unfair, 


NEW MEXICO’S PROTEST AGAINST ADMIS- 
SION 


The memorial presented to the Senate to- 


gay ‘protesting against the admission of 


New Mexico as a State of the Union repre- 
sents that it is not for the business interests 
of the residents of the Territory, nor is it 
de desire of the majority of New Mexico’s 
Citizens really engaged in commercial pur- 
suits, that New Mexico should, at the pres- 
ent time, be admitted into the union of 
States. The petitioners say further that 
New Mexico is at present totally un-

The Republican journals, while admit- 
ting that the election of Boulanger is a seri- 
ous reverse, declare it is not sufficient to dis- 
courage the party, which must unite more 
closely against threatened Cesarism. The 
monarchist papers assert that the result of 
tne election is a condemnation of the par- 
liamentary republic, atid presages its down- 
fall. Boulangist organs emphatically de- 
clare the election isa blow to the Govern- 
ment. 

Figaro said that at today’s session of the 
Chamber Jouvencil (Radical) would ques- 
tion the Government as to what measures it 
will adopt to check the spread o ° 
langism.
